He made 
several abortive attempts at es­ 
cape and finally was ransomed 
through the efforts of his family 
and the Trinitarian friars. Return­ 
ing to Madrid, he married nine- 
teen-vear-old Catalina de Palacios 
in 1584. If Cervantes had envisioned 
alleviation of the chronic poverty 
he had inherited from his parents, 
lie was sadly mistaken for Cata­ 
lina's dowry consisted only of a 
few articles of household goods, an 
orchard, four beehives, some chick­ 
ens and an old crucible! 
Cervantes, now 37 years of age, 


had written “a sonnet, four redon­ 
dillas and an elegy” as a student 
at the College of the City of Mad­ 
rid. These won him seme recogni­ 
tion at the time, and while the 
intervening sixteen years offered 
little time for- writing they were 
rich in personal adventure and ex­ 
perience. So with the publication 
of a pastoral novel Primera Parte 
de la Galatea in 1585, Cervantes 
made his first bid for fame. It was 
his favorite book even though he 
received only 1336 reales (about 
$1651 for the copyright. 
When he realized that his pen 
could not support him. Cervantes 
journeyed to Seville in 1537 a id 
wheedled government officials into 
giving him a job as an agent to 
provision the Invincible Armada of 
Phillip II. His evil star had follow­ 
ed him, however; in 1590 he was 
forced to borrow money in order 
to get a new suit of clothes and 
by 1599 had been jailed on a num­ 
ber cf occasions because of short 
ages in his accounts and other 
scrapes with the authorities. These 
predicaments were not all of Cer­ 
vantes’ making. In several instanc­ 
es, he was simply a 16th century 
“fall guv!” 
It appears likely that Cervantes 
began to write his immortal Don 
Quixote in the Seville gaol. Publi­ 
cation of the first part of “The 
Ingenious Gentleman Don Quixote 
de la Mancha" <the book’s full 
nam e' took place in 1605. Cervan­ 
tes had always been more or less 
out of step with society and the 
times, and. in his own words, he 
wrote his masterpiece “to dimin­ 
ish the authority and acceptance 
that books on chivalry have in the 
world and among the vulgar.” Ten 


years later the second part was 
issued. 
Don Quixote, has been translated 
into every modern language and 
published in more than 700 differ­ 
ent editions! It is ironic that be­ 
cause of this prodigious work, Cer­ 
vantes 
became 
a 
celebrity 
in 
Spain and elsewhere on the contin­ 
ent, yet in his declining years he 
found his meager wants satisfied

The Federal Power Commission 
recently gave Texas Eastern final 
approval on new rate schedules 
which were placed in effect last 
December and Associated, in ask- 
in the commission for relief, has 
stated that the company cannot 
possibly absorb this and other in­ 
creased operating expenses without 
a comparable increase in the rates 
charged its retail customers. 
In its formal application to the 
commission, Associated has sub­ 
mitted exhibits to show that it 
has operated at a loss every since 
it began operation in 1950, and that 
it cannot effectively render service 
to its customers without the up­ 
ward adjustment of its rates. 
Effect of the increase on the bill 
of the average residential custom­ 
er using gas for both heating and 
cooking, with a consumption of 
around 15,000 cubic feet per month, 
would be approximately 12V£ cents 
per day. However, the increase will 
vary from two per cent to thirty- 
nine per cent, depending on classi­ 
fication and amount of gas used. 
The $2 per month minimum rate 
for residential and commercial us­ 
ers will not be changed except for

As a voung m an of 91

Net loss in ho*s was 25 to 40 
cents on weights 180 lbs. up; lighter 
weights and packing sows mostly 
steady to 25 cents reduced. E arly 
trading in pork at big wholesale 
centers was slowed unseasonably by 
w arm w eather but there was some 
pickup in buying late and supplies 
were well cleared. In W ednesday’s 
hog m arket, the tow dnv. the ton 
rested at $21.50 cwt. Friday’s early 
peak was $21.75 and late sales that 
day were m ade at $21.35 and $21.50 
Cattle as a whole received som e­ 
what better support than in re­ 
cent weeks and this was particular­ 
ly true of stocker and feeder class­ 
es which reflected broader country 
buying. 
Slaughter steers strengthened in 
early trading, but slowed late to 
finish no better than steady. Stock 
classes, however, closed strong to 
50 cents up, along with most class­ 
es of m ixed steers and heifers. 
Cows gained 50 cents to $1 under 
good buying, and bulls strengthened 
50 cents. Vealers and slaughter 
calves were mostly $1 higher.
